Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  167,  Section  9,  as  most  re- 
cently amended  by  Section  1  of  Chapter  592  of  the  Acts  of  1949, 1  have  the  honor  of 
submitting  to  you  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Banks  relating 
to  Credit  Unions  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1950. 

In  accordance  with  the  amended  provisions  of  the  above  mentioned  statute,  a 
report  will  be  rendered  each  year  embracing  a  review  of  pertinent  facts,  figures  and 
conditions  pertaining  to  all  institutions  under  the  supervision  of  this  department. 
This  report  will  cover  a  calendar  year. 

In  addition,  reports  pertaining  to  particular  types  of  supervised  institutions  will 
be  submitted  each  year.  These  reports,  which  include  statements  of  condition  and 
miscellaneous  statistical  data  relating  to  the  institutions  individually  and  collectively, 
will  cover  yearly  periods  ending  in  the  months  indicated  in  the  following  table :

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CREDIT  UNIONS 

Chapter  592  of  the  Acts  of  1949  effective  on  October  20,  1949  amended  Section  27 
of  Chapter  171  of  the  General  Laws  by  changing  the  effective  date  of  the  annual 
reports  of  credit  unions  from  the  close  of  business  in  December  to  the  close  of  business 
in  June  of  each  year.  Accordingly,  the  statistical  information  provided  in  the  follow- 
ing review  and  in  supporting  schedules  and  composite  statements,  relates  in  part  to 
both  the  eighteen  months  period  between  and  including  the  annual  report  dates 
December  31,  1948  and  June  30,  1950,  and  the  twelve  months  period  from  June  30, 
1949  to  June  30,  1950,  inclusive. 

During  the  eighteen  months  period  ending  June  30,  1950,  seventeen  new  credit 
unions  began  business,  two  were  consolidated  into  a  single  corporation,  and  twelve 
entered  into  voluntary  liquidation.  This  turnover  represents  a  normal  situation  with 
respect  to  these  corporations  whose  operations  are  primarily  on  a  local  level  and 
accordingly  are  subject  to  local  influences  which  have  a  definite  bearing  on  the  possi- 
bilities of  growth  and  development. 

The  following  facts  and  figures  present  highlights  of  the  composite  financial  con- 
dition of  the  credit  unions  on  June  30,  1950  and  changes  effected  during  the  previous 
twelve  months  period. 

Total  Assets 

On  June  30,  1950  the  457  credit  unions  in  operation  had  total  assets  of  $72,951,100 
which  represented  an  increase  of  $7,173,400  or  10.86%  over  the  figure  of  June  30, 
1949.  On  the  basis  of  tabulated  figures  this  dollar  increase  was  the  largest  ever  experi- 
enced by  these  corporations  in  any  twelve  months  period  of  their  existence. 

Personal  Loans 

Personal  loans  to  members  which  represent  a  major  phase  of  the  operations  and 
objectives  of  credit  unions  chartered  by  the  Commonwealth,  continued  the  upward 
trend  which  was  resumed  after  the  conclusion  of  World  War  II  as  the  unsecured  and 
partially  secured  classification  rose  approximately  $3,040,300  to  the  present  outstand- 
ing balance  of  $18,381,000,  and  the  secured  group  increased  $1,155,600  to  $5,530,900. 
Together  these  two  classifications  comprise  32.79%  of  total  assets  at  the  present  time. 

Real  Estate  Loans 

Holdings  in  real  estate  loans  secured  by  first  mortgages  also  continue  to  expand 
despite  the  fact  that  many  credit  unions  are  excluded  from  this  field  of  investment 
because  of  a  statutory  provision  which  limits  the  maximum  amount  of  each  loan  to  a 
figure  not  in  excess  of  5%  of  the  assets  of  the  lending  institution.  The  present  out- 
standing balance  of  $17,415,500  representing  23.87%  of  total  assets  reflects  an  increase 
of  $2,268,400  for  the  twelve  months  period. 

Investments  in  Bonds  and  Notes 

Investments  in  bonds  and  notes,  most  of  which  are  in  U.  S.  Government  obligations, 
declined  $1,006,900  during  the  year,  but  the  present  book  value  of  $16,005,700  or 
21.94%  of  total  assets  continues  to  represent  a  substantial  segment  of  these  assets. 

Other  Investments 

During  the  current  twelve  months  period,  holdings  in  shares  of  co-operative  banks 
increased  $487,700  to  a  present  total  of  $5,441,100  and  deposits  in  savings  banks  and 
in  savings  departments  of  trust  companies  and  national  banks  decreased  $26,000  to 
an  outstanding  balance  of  $2,642,200.  Investments  in  bank  stocks  increased  $105,900 
to  a  total  book  figure  of  $886,300  during  the  same  period. 

Cash  on  Hand  and  Due  from  Depository  Banks 

Uninvested  assets  represented  by  cash  on  hand  and  balances  due  from  depository 
banks  subject  to  check,  increased  $717,100  during  the  year  and  the  present  combined 
total  of  $5,487,600  equals  7.52%  of  total  assets. 
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Shares  and  Deposits 

Outstanding  share  capital  increased  $6,117,900  or  12.13%  during  the  year  to  a 
present  balance  of  $56,569,900  which  is  held  by  305,252  members.  Deposits,  includ- 
ing club  accounts,  rose  $69,100  to  a  total  of  $7,942,700.  At  the  present  time  73  credit 
unions  accept  deposits  from  their  members. 

Capital  Reserves 

Reserves  available  for  shrinkage  and  loss,  as  represented  by  the  guaranty  fund, 
undivided  earnings,  and  the  reserve  fund,  increased  $784,900  during  the  period  and 
the  present  combined  total  of  $6,705,500  represents  9.19%  of  total  assets.

The  aggregate  assets  of  this  corporation  which  under  the  provisions  of  statute 
(Chapter  216,  Acts  of  1932  as  amended),  is  owned  and  administered  by  those  Massa- 
chusetts credit  unions  who  voluntarily  become  members,  amounted  to  $59,514.02  at 
the  close  of  business  on  June  30, 1950.  The  capital  of  the  corporation  is  derived  from 
the  sale  of  shares  to  its  members,  and  together  with  undistributed  earnings,  it  provides 
a  reserve  fund  which  is  available  to  the  member  credit  unions  through  the  medium 
of  secured  or  unsecured  loans,  for  temporary  liquidity  requirements.  Under  the 
statutes,  the  corporation  may  also  borrow  for  the  purpose  of  augmenting  the  reserve 
fund.
